I I . El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argued that Watanabe does not teach a housing (a chip package) of the integrated circuit. Examiner agrees that 
Watanabe does not explicitly show the housing. Therefore. Nguyen was relied upon to teach a housing of an integrated circuit. 
Applicant also argued that Nguyen does not teach that power that is distributed from a power supply to the clock tree being 
isolated in the chip packet from power distributed from the power supply to the chip logic. Examiner agrees. However, that is 
why the teachings of Watanabe is modified, in view of Nguyen, to teach the above limitation.
